Is bleſſed chapter contains an account of 
the ſealing of the Servants of Gad among the 
Twelve Tribes of Iſrael, as well as of a great 
multitude around the Throne of God, which 
no man could number. Indeed, all the true Servants. 
of God; as well as they, are fealed by the one redeeming 
Spirit. of the LORD GOD, JESUS CHRIST, which 
1s the Holy Ghoſt, before their aſcenſion into Heaven. 
It alſo, gives an account of the Songs and Praiſes of 
Saints and Angels on this occaſion; for there is not

This he 
did; not for his own information, but for St. John's 
inſtruction. And, O Sirs, how delightful and edify- 
ing 1s the converſation of but two holy ſouls, who are 
both united to God, and exactly of the ſame heart and 
mind: They truly and experimentally know what is 
fienified in the Apoſtles' Creed by the Communion of 


Saints ; as I truſt you will ſee more clearly, if you now 
give ſerious attention to the ſubject before us, which 
is a moſt heavenly interview, and a maſt profitable 


converſation betwixt the moſt illuminated St. John 
and an Elder, before the Throne of God : And thus 


the heavenly interview begins;

"Theſe words reſpecting the Glory of the Church in

dom, we muſt not be aſhamed to own our ignorance, 
but ſhould aſk inſtruction both of God, and his hum- 
ble, obedient ſervants too; it being according to Di- 
vine Order, that they who are leſs wiſe ſhould con- 


ſult thoſe who excel in wiſdom. So the Elder told 


him who this bleſſed multitude was, and from whence 
they came. Theſe are they which came out of great 
tribulation, and have wafhed their robes, and made them 
white in the blood of the Lamb. 

The account given of theſe holy ſouls, is both 
worthy our obſervation and imitation too. Obſerve 
here the afflicted, trying ſtate they had formerly been 
in, in this miſerable world, which is now become, thro” 
the free will of men and devils, a ſcene of the greateſt.

as the Lord's fpotteſs Righteouſneſs never was at all 
defiled (he being, as the fcripture expreſsly declares, 
feparate from /in, neither was guile ever found in bis 
mouth) it never could be waſhed, which theſe robes 
are here ſaid to have been. Therefore it is evident 
to a demonſtraiion, that the robes in which the ſaints 
appear before the throne of God, cannot mean the 
perſonal Righteouſneſs of Chriſt imputed to us, but 
mult have ſome other divine meaning. Now I hum- 
bly conceive, that the robes which they had waſhed 
and made ſo white, may more properly mean the ROBES 
or ORIGINAL INNOCENCE AN DP LOVE, which 
were made ſo filthy by ſin and wickednels, and which 
muſt be waſhed and made white in the fountain opened 
for all ſin and uncleanneſs; and I mult add alſo, that 
this great Work of Sanctification and Holineſs, muſt 
de performed before we can aſcend into Heaven; 
for it ſhould here be well obſerved, it is not ſaid that 
the ſaints do waſp, but that they have waſhed their 
robes ; it being an eternal truth, that there is no 

waſhing from fin in Heaven. 4 | 
This great and important Truth our bleſſed Lord 
declared to Nicodemus, when he ſaid unto him, Ve- 
rily, verily, I ſay unto thee, Except a man be born again, 
be cannot enter into the kingdom of heaven. John ili. 3. 
This regeneration, or as another Apoſtle expreſſes it, 
. The waſhing of regeneration, and the renewing of the Holy 
Ghoſt, Tit. iii. 5, is a great and important work. 
Converſion to God is only the beginning of it; it is 
only a coming into the right way to the heavenly 
Jeruſalem, and therefore an undue and improper 
ſtreſs ſhould not be laid upon it; but regeneration is 
the true preparation for the kingdom, which regene- 
ration is a cleanſing of the inward man, and can only 
be effected hy an inward and ſpiritual war in the 
hearts of thoſe who are, in a greater or leſs meaſure, 
obedient to their manifeſted light and power; for the 
Prophet declares, that none but the willing and obe- 

dient all ever eat the good of the land. Iſa; i. 19. 
When the Lord comes to our hearts, by his One

Redeeming Spirit, (which is the Holy Ghoſt) to de-- 


liver us from the power and dominion of evil ſpirits. 
which work in us, there then neceſſarily ariſes an in- 
ward combat, and we feel God and the Devil, Hea- 


ven and Hell, Life and Death, Vice and Virtue, grap- 


pling in the innermoſt ground of our fouls; and when 


we are delivered, that 1s, when we are cleanſed from 
all filthineſs of fleſh and ſpirit, we happily ex- 


perience that his yoke is eaſy, and bis burden light : Tis 
Ways are ways of pleaſantneſs, and all bis paths are paths 
of peace; which can never be the caſe ſo long as we 
continue to live according to our natural inclinations, 
and human motions. ny 

O, Sirs, how can God finally fave any that live 
and die unholy, and who are not waſhed from in, 
both within and without ; ſeeing the ſcriptures ſo ex- 
preſsly declare, that nothing that is unclean ſpall ever 
enter into the kingdom of heaven. Alas, alas! what can 
thoſe men and women, that are living in corruption 


and ſin, do in heaven amongſt thoſe pure ſpirits, who 


have waſhed away their ſins, calling upon the name, 
that is, the power of the Lord. They ought rather to 
bluſh for ſhame and confuſion, that they ſhould even 

deſire to be placed among ſo many bleſſed ſouls, who, 
during this mortal life, embraced penitence, morti- 
fied their bodies, crucified the fleſh, and reſiſted the 
ſenſual appetites of corrupt nature, denying it all un- 


lawful gratifications, and all this out of love to God 


and the kingdom of heaven.

Notwithſtanduig they 
once paſſed through great tribulation, affliction, ſick - 
neſs and death, like her, whoſe experience I have 
before mentioned, and whoſe painful ſufferings, and 
happy, penitent death have left a ſweet favour; and, 
I believe, a laſting impreſſion: with ſome, who were 
eye-witneſſes to the laſt moſt affecting ſcene before- 
mentioned; when the moſt merciful and compaſſionate 
Lord ſo remarkably poured out his bleſſed Spirit upon 
her, and opened her mouth in ſo l a man- 
ner.

Theſe things will appear dark to thoſe who have 
no ſpiritual reliſh for holy and heavenly things, but 
as clear 4s the day to thofe'who love them and delight 
in them; becauſe when Divine Truth is the object of 
our LOVE, it brings its manifefted light with it; for 
Truth is Light, and Light always makes manifeſt, 
and ſo gives the greateſt liberty to humble, well- 
diſpoſed minds. But do you, my Brethren, afpire 
aſter thefe Heavenly Things? Do you with to feed 
Upon them? If fo, fuffer me to ſhew you the only true 
way to partake of them for yourſelves.

* kak: having opened and enlarged upon the ſweet 
and moſt delightful words of che text, cannot but 
deſire that my preſent hearers may give them a calm 


and ſerious conſideration; ſo that they, ſooner or 


later, may be conſtrained to be followers of all thoſe 
bleſſed ſouls, who, thro' Faith and Patience, have 


inherited ſuch glorious promiſes; promiſes that will 


never, never end; but be fulfilling to all Eternity. 
But, in order to attain their exalted glory, we mult 
firſt walk in their pure and holy W as I before 
obſered, we muſt

the knowledge of the truth; though upon this muſt 


depend the conſequent fruitfulneſs and multiplication 
of Divine Graces in the ſoul; it being a truth, as 


fixed as the pillars of heaven, that whoſoever im- 


proves his maſter's talent, always enriches his own 
foul; according to tac words of our moſt impartial, 
and ever bleſſed Lord Jeſus, To bim that hath (by 
improvement) ſail be given, and he ſpall have more 
abundance: but whoſaruer bath not (by improvement) 
from bim ſhall be taken way, even that be bath. Matt. 
xili. 12. | | 

Oh! what à low, earthly, ſelfiſh ſpirit appears 
amongſt the generality of Profeſſors at this time : 


What a company of thieves and murderers, I mean, 


earthly Loves, and earthly Luſts, lodge in thoſe very 
ſouls, who would fain be taken for temples conſecrated 
to the Living God, But here I ſhall beg leave to 
obſerve how different were both the principles and 
practices of theſe precious ſaints and ſufferers, we have 
been at this time ſpeaking of : Different indeed ! Many 


call themſelves the followers of the meek and lowly 


Jefus, who yet are deſtitute of his meek and lowly. 


-mind. Strange followers of Chriſt indeed! And 
© what aſhame it is for thoſe who profeſs themſelves 


to be diſciples. of the moſt holy Jeſus, and heirs of 
his moſt pure and undefiled kingdom, to ſee theſe ſo 
unlike their holy Maſter, and ſo unfit for the enjoy- 
ment of his Heavenly Kingdom. Surely the true and 


genuine «diſciples of the Lord Jeſus, in theſe awful 
days, fit dozon by the waters e Babylon, and weep, when they 
call to-remembrance the primitive glory and beauty of Zion. 


And when they ſee the profeſſors of this day ſo unlike 
them in diſpoſition and practice; I ſay the language 


of their hearts is, with a weeping prophet, O that my] 
. bead were waters, and mine eyes a fountain of tears, that I 


might weep day and might, at one of the moſt awful and 
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affecting ſights that revolving ages ever er produced: 
I mean to fee the generality of the Profeſſors of the 
Chriſtian Religion, live in an unchriſtian ſpirit, and 
an unholy life; juſt as if the moſt glorious example 


of the Son of God, in his purity, ſelf-denial, and 


mortification, ought to lie concealed in his Sacred 
Word, as an antiquated pattern, only cut out for the 
primitive Chriſtians, who lived in the W ages 
of the world. 

Not fo this bleſſed multitude we have been ſpeak- 
ing of: Deeply convinced of the guilt of their con- 
ſciences, and the pollution of their nature, they 


yielded, in ſome degree, Obedience to their manifeſted 


Light, and humbly walked with the Lord until he had 


made them pure and clean: The conſtant language 


of their hearts is well expreſt in two lines of that ſweet, 
humbling hymn, which was lung at the funeral of my 


late dear "departed partner : 


© Let the healing ſtreams abound; 
Make and keep me pure within,”? 


Nor were they. willing, . by the conſent of theit 
mind, to ſuffer a vain- thought to lodge within, 
When the Lord, by Hrs SPIRIT, demanded of their 
hearts, Wilt thou be made clean? I am inclined to think 
they ſweetly, and voluntarily anſwered and prayed, 
in the language of a holy poet: 

© Waſh me, and make me thus thine own, 
«© Waſh me, and mine thou art; 


«© Waſh me, but not my feet alone, 
My hands, my head, my heart.“ 


As if theſe: bleſſed ſouls ſhould ſay to the LORD 


- GOD, JESUS CHRIST, * Lord, waſh my hands 


from all evil-doings : Waſh my feet from all evil- 
goings : Waſh my head from all evil-thinking, and, 
O waſh my heart from all evil-deſiring and deſigning.“ 
And ſure I am, that whoever prays in this manner muſt 
be heard and anſwered. Indeed the mercy and love 
of God is ſo great, that as ſoon as the greateſt ſinner 
Hnoerely. turns to God, he hears his cry and attends

to it. Indeed the mercy and love of God is fo great, 


that as ſoon as the greateſt ſinner ſincerely turns to 


God, he hears his cry and attends to it. He needs 


but turn to him, to obtain the pardon of his ſins 
(fee Iſaiah i. 16, 17, 18.) how great and numerous 
foever tliey may have been; and the reaſon why ſo 
few are converted and obtain the pardon of their ſins, 
as well as purity of heart, is, becauſe the moſt part 
do not, or will not know their ſins, at leait their 


inward and ſpiritual ſins. They do not preſent them 


ſelves before God as the Prodigal Son (ſee Luke xv. 
18.) telling him plainly, that they have ſinned againſt 
him and Heaven, and acknowledging, that they have 
waſted ſo many graces, / which he had imparted to 
e that they might love him, but that they had 


lied them to pleaſe men and themſelves. Not ſo 


theſe blefled ſouls; for according to the teſtimony of 
the Elder in this divine and bleſſed chapter, they both 
ſaw their ſins, and fought againſt them, and ſo their 
labour was not in vain in the Lord: They waſhed their 
hearts from all fin, calling upon the name (7he power) 
of the Lord. This was the great work of their lives. 
They made them white in all Love and Holineſs This 
was the happy effeck of their labour. They did not 


content themſelves, as many zalkative profeffors of 


Religion do now a-days, whoſe religion is only in 
their Underſtanding, Thoughts, Memory, and Speech, but 


not in their AfeZions, Love, or Will. I ſay they did 


not reſt content with beginning only to waſh away 
their ſins: No, No. They did not grow weary or 
faint in their minds, when they found that the work 
required watchfulneſs, diligence, and labour. But 
they perſevered at it: They doubled their diligence, 
and ſucceſs attended their endeavours. In a word, 
theſe. holy Saints and Sufferers walked in the Light, 
as God was in the Light, until Purity appeared in 


their Hearts, ' Lips, and Lives, and the very garments 


ſpotted by the fleſh, were not to be ſeen upon them. 
Great was the oppoſition, no doubt, which theſe. 
holy ſouls met with in their way to the heavenly 
kingdom, 
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kingdom, more eſpecially from the outwardly reli- 


gious of thoſe days, thoſe of the pharaſaic ſpirit, who 


loved to appear outwardly religious before men, but 
who were not inwardly religious before God. Theſe 


were the chief opponents to the manifeſtation of Chriſt 


in the fleſh; and the profeſſors in general 1n theſe 
anti-chriſtian, apoſtate days are, to the greateſt de- 
gree, leavened with the ſame temper and' diſpoſition, 


and therefore mightily oppoſe the manifeſtation of 
Chriſt in the ſpirit; though it was one of the; moſt 


merciful Lord's laſt promiſes to the true Diſciples of 
the Truth, that he would manifeft himſelf to them as he did 
wot to the world; yea; that he would come and make his 
abode in the hearts of his true children. Our hleſſed 


Lord himfelf has declared it, and it is a manifeſted 


truth to all that are gifted with any izward perception 
from God, that publicans and harlots (drunkards 
and whores) enter into the Kingdom of Heaven, 
which is ſpiritually the manifeſtation or opening of heavenly 
Light and: Love in our own minds, before thoſe great 
profeſſors, whoſe ſpeculative piety is not followed by 
a correſpondent temper and. practice. i 

I would, therefore, at this time, drop a word in 


Humble Love to thoſe of this character and diſpoſition, 
who have a name to live before men, but yet are dead 


before God. Ye formal, outward, liveleſs profeſſors 
of the inward and ſpiritual Religion of the ſacred Holy 
Goſpel of the Lord Jeſus, who abound in all outward 


forms and ceremonies, like the proud, unhumbled 
phariſees of old, and yet are ſtrangers to the inward 


life and power of Godlinefs in your own Souls. Ye 


who have learned the art of being religious, without 
the life, power and practice of true Religion, and 
who ſuppoſe yourſelves good Chriſtians, without feeling 


the Spirit of Chriſt within you: Nay, ſome of yon 
may probably deny or ridicule the ſacred influences of 


his divine and adorable Spirit, which alone can ſave 
and deliver you from the Spirit of the Devil, and your 


own fallen, corrupted nature; for every thing which 


is not of God,- will ſoon be brought to. navght.

O, ſuffer the Word of Exhortation from one who loves 
ordinances in their proper place, but who wiſhes to

certain proper ſeaſons, you ſhall be favoured with 


ſuch joy which @ ſtranger intermeddleth not with; and 


when this mortal life is ended,-you ſhall meet with a 
moſt hearty welcome, yea, you ſhall have an abundant 


entrance miniſtered unto; you into the Everlaſting 


Kingdom of Mercy, Grace and Truth, where you ſhall 


join this blood-bought throng in Hallelujah's of 
Praiſe and Thankſgiving to God and the Lamb, 


through the countleſs ages of a bleſt eternity. There 
you ſhall behold the animated- devotion of Heaven 
laid open to your view. Then you ſhall ſee, without 


a vail, the ſolemn Services and Ceremonials of Hea- 
ven, as_deſcribed in the viſions of the 4th, 5th and 
-7th chapters of this moſt divine and ever bleſſed book. 


In the mean time, open your eyes, and compare theſe 
things with the wanton eyes, ſmiling irreverent coun- 


tenances, and the coldneſs of devotion, which are too 
"evident in multitudes who go to our churches and 
"chapels, under the ſolemn pretence of worſhipping 
God. Believe me, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt never taught 


fuch varieties of devotion as we ſee now a-days; but he 


| auge ſolid and inward TG ſuch as P aith, Hope i 
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cribed..,diligently into practice, cannot fail of 
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trial; as you may then teſtify by it the fidelity you

and Charity. Faith; to believe in an Almighty God, 


of whom we hold all things: Hope, to hope in him 


alone, without putting our confidence in any other 


thing; and Charity, to love him alone, without placing 
our affections on any created thing, whether in heaven

things with the Worſhip of Heaven; the pattern 
here ſhewn to us in the Mount; the original after 
which our devotion ſhould be modelled; and then 
ſay, ye modern profeſſors of the Chriſtian name, 
whether many do not go to the Houſe of God, much 
hetter prepared to offer the ſacrifice of a fool, than to 
affer the ſacrifices of God, which the law of God ex- 
pref; Sly tells us, is a broken Heart and a contrite Spirit, 
which a God of boundleſs Love will never deſpiſe.  _ 

TI would juſt drop a tender word to all the humble, 
ſincere followers of the Lamb, of every ſect and 
party, and. then conclude. You, my dear fellow 
probationers for a glorious Eternity, are waſhing 
your robes from all ſin and wickedneſs, in and by THE 
SUFFERING VIRTUE, Tax SUFFERING 


POWER or Tus LAMB; and you know the only 


way to be happy, is to be given up to God. The

of the Three Beaſts, which St. John ſaw in the 1 3th

By the Three Beaſts there ſpoken of, the moſt illu- 


Wee St. John was ſhewed by the Lord, in a figurative 


| way, the beaſtly chriſtianity of theſe latter Jays, ſo unlike 


primitive chriſtianity, which was all Light, and all Love. 
The firſt beaſt riſes out of the fea, which is the 
beaſtly chriſtianity of theſe latter days, riſing out of the 
multitudes of mankind. 
The ſecond beaſt riſes aur of the earth, which 


means the teachers and preachers of theſe latter days, in 


general, who are full of earthly love, and earthly luſts. 
And what is the moſt awful part of the ſtory, this ſecond 
beaſt makes an image of the firſt beaſt; by which our 
moſt compaſſionate Lord and Saviour would inſtruct 
thoſe who have eyes to ſee, and ears to hear, that the 


Guides of Souls, in the latter days, being in general 


earthly minded, beget their converts and congrega- 
tions into the ſame ſpirit and image, (for every thing 
in ſpirit begets its like, as well as in nature) I ſay, 
our Watchful Shepherd, the Lord Jeſus, would, in a 
way of holy caution, inſtruct his ſimple followers, 
that this ſecond beaſt, the unenlightened preachers and 
teachers, make their congregations and [converts only 
into images of chriſtianity: . Now, you know that an 
image is without inward. Light, Life, and Power; and 
ſo are all thoſe converts, who liſten only with the 


outward ear of the body to the voice of men, but 


who do not liſten at the ſame time to the Voice of God 
in their own ſouls. Theſe cleave to men and books, 


very often to their own deſtruction, and will not liſten 
to the voice of Chriſt (the Holy Ghoſt) in their own | 


ſouls, and therefore cannot become his ſheep, who 


know his voice from the voice of theſe ſtrangers; 
though our bleſſed Lord ſo expreſsly declares, My 


ſheep: bear my voice, and a eke oY will not follow. 
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And with reſpect to the mark of the beaſt, this means 
the abundance of outward ordinances, preachings 
and prayings, without the Manifeſted Light and' 
Teaching of the Holy Ghoſt, ſo contrary to the con- 
duct of the firſt Miniſters of Chriſt. This truly is 
the mark of the beaſt, that is, of BEASTLY. 
CHRISTIANITY. After this St. John ſaw the 
vials of the wrath of God, poured out upon the 
earth, which ſignifies the adulteration of the ſcriptures, 
the falſification of the truths of Jeſus Chriſt, poured 
out upon immortal ſouls, by the wiſdom of earthly- 
minded, ſenſual men. But rejoice, ye heaven-born 
ſouls, for Babylon will ſoon end, and 'God will 
call his people out of her; the kingdom of anti- 
chriſt will ſoon end, and the ſpiritual kingdom of 
Chriſt will very ſoon come in power and great glory, 
in the room thereof. The time is coming (with 
holy tears and love I ſee it, and rejoice in the glo- 
rious proſpect) when God will bring back the cap- 
tivity of his people, and deliver them from a boa- 
dage far worſe than the Egyptian bondage. For, glory 
be to God, the White Horſe, which St. John ſaw, 
7s now going forth out of heaven, which means a ſpiritual 
opening of truth proceeding from God, through 
heavenly-minded ſouls, which will open the eyes of 
all who do not ſhut them againſt the light, and de- 
liver them from the bondage and ſchooling of men, 
to which they have been ſo long enſlaved. This will 
ſoon bring to light the New Heavens, and the New 
Earth, which St. John alſo ſaw, wherein dwelleth 
Righteouſneſs; and bring down the New Jeruſalem from 
God out of Heaven, which means a NEW CHURCH, 
that God has nom begun to build upon earth, by his 
One-redeeming Spirit in all obedient ſouls, and which 
NEW CHURCH will, in God's due time, be ma- 
nifeſted, and appear in ſuch light and glory, as is 
figuratively deſcribed by that glorious city New Je- 
ruſalem, in the 21ft of the Revelations ; whoſe light 
is ſaid to be like a jaſper ſtone, clear as cryſtal; 
and there will be no night there, for the Lamb him- 
EE i ſelf 
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ſelf (GOD in Tax GLORIFIED HUMANITY) 
will be the light of the city (the NEW CHURCH). 
and thoſe only that are ſaved by him, ſhall walk 12 
the light thereof. 

Now the true preparation for the Glories of this 
New Jeruſalem Church, is an eſtabliſhment in Divine 
Light and Power, and fo a coming under the teach- 
ing of the true Shepherd, the Lord Jeſus, who will 
guide the mee in judgment, that is, in a right judg- 
ment of things; in order to which, my dear Brethren 
of every ſe& and party, or of no party, you muſt 
give up yourſelves, to the duty, the much-negleed 
duty, of SELF-EXAMINATION, ia the Preſence and 
Light of God, ſo that you may ſearch and find out 
your ward and ſpiritual evils; ſuch as pride, ſelf- 
love, ſelf-will, and the love of the creature: And 
when you haye diſcovered theſe your ſpiritual enemies, 
you muſt then faithfully en age them by the whole 
Armour of God, (ſæe Ephef. vi. 14, & c.) and go on 
to fight them until you overcome them. Then, and 

not fill then, you will eat of the Tree of Life (ſpoken 

of before) which is in the midſt of the Paradiſe of 

God. Then you will know for yourſelves, that the 

Light of the New Jeruſalem (the NEW CHURCH) 

is like a jaſper ſtone, clear as cryſtal, having 
the glory of God upon her; and remember, above 
all, that the Lamb himſelf (that is, as before ob- 

ſerved, GOD IN TRE GLORIFIED HUMANITY) 

is the Light thereof, who ſhall ſo clearly enlighten 
the poliſhed ſtones (the true members thereof) that 
there ſhall be no night, no darkneſs there. Happy, 

thrice happy ſouls who are thus ſaved, and walk in 

the Light thereof. Surely theſe will be the Light of 

the World, Matt. v. 14. ſhining by reflection 

from the Lord himſelf, according to the words of a 


ij ſweet poet:
